translation dictionary fi-om a plurality of available translation dictionaries, wherein the first 
selected dictionary is selected according to a topic detected bv matdhing words in the first SMS 
message to nodes in an ontoloeical database : and ^ 

communicating at least a portion of said translated message to a user of a second device 

audibly via a second device speaker or visibly on a display of shid second device. 



2. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein said sending party infohnation includes a short 
code. 

3. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the step of receiving a jirst SMS message includes 
receiving a first SMS message having a mobile subscriber integrated services digital netwoik 
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(MSISDN) number and wherein searching in said message translation database includes 
searching based on the MSISDN number. 

4. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein receiving a first SMS message includes receiving 
an SMS message having an international mobile station identifier (p^SI) number and wherein 
searching in said SMS message translation database includes searcjiing based on the EMSI 
niunber. 

5. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein receiving a first SMSfrnessage includes receiving 
an SMS signaling message having an electronic mail (email) addre !s and wherein searching in 
said SMS message translation database includes searching based on the email address. 

6. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein receiving a first SMS message includes leceiving an 
SMS signaling message having an Internet protocol (BP) address and wherein searching said 
SMS message translation database includes searching based on the IP address. 

7. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein receiving a first SMS message includes receiving an 
SMS signaling message having an international dialing prefix and ^hcrem searching said SMS 
message translation database includes searching based on the intenjational dialing prefix. 

8. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein said language pair canjbe stored in connection with 
said sending and receiving party information. | 

9. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 wh e rein ooid tronalating otop inolud e o th e &tep of 
seorohinfi at loact one dictionary bas e d on input text of said SMS m fe ooafio including the further 
steps of receiving a second SMS message, detecting a second topic Using a second selected 
translation dictionary from the pluralitv of available translation dictionaries, with the second 
selected translation dictionarv being different fix>m the first selected translation dictionarv . 
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10. (currently amended) A method for processing short message service (SMS) messages, 
comprising the steps of:

receiving user-specific SMS message translation data and storing said data in an SMS 
message translation table; . 
receiving an SMS message fi'om a network; 
extracting parameters fi-om said SMS message; 

searching in said SMS message translation table using the extracted paramet^; and 
identifying a language pair based on said user-^ecific SMS message dat a; and 
translating the SMS message fiom a first language of the identified language pair to a 
second la nguage of the identified language pair using a first selected translation dictionary fiom 
a plurality of available translation dictionaries. Wherein the first selected dictionary is selected 
according to a topic detected bv matching words in the first SMS message to nodes in an 
ontological database . 



1 1. (original) The method of claim 10 wherein said step of receiving user-specific SMS message 
translation data includes receiving recipient-based data in the SMS message translation table. 



1 3. (original) The method of claim 12 wherein said mobile subscriber identification infonnation 
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is a country code.

22. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the translation appa^-atus receives an SMS 
message having a mobile subscriber integrated services digital network (MSISDN) number and 
wherein searching in said message translation database includes searching based on the MSISDN 
number. 

23. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the translation apparatus receives an SMS 
message having an international mobile station identifier (IMSO number and wherein searching 
in said SMS message translation database includes searching based on the IMSI number. 

24. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the translation appaiiatus receives an SMS 
signaling message having an electronic mail (email) address and wiji^ein searching in said SMS 
message translation database includes searching based on the emailladdress. 

25. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the translation ^paratus receives an SMS 
signaling message having an Internet protocol (IP) address and wherein searching said SMS 
message translation database includes searching based on the IP address. 
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26. (original) The method of claim 19 wherein the translation apparatus receives an SMS 
signaling message having an international dialing prejfix and wh^ein searching said SMS 
message translation database includes searching based on the international dialing prefix. 

27. (currently amended) A network element for translating short message service (SMS) 
signaling messages to a receiving party, the network element compHsing: 

a communications module for sending and receiving SMS messages; 

an SMS message translation module for analyzing SMS mdBsages received by the 
communications module and translating the SMS messages using a first selected tranRls^ tinn 
dictionar v from a pluralitv of available translation dictionaries, wherein the first selected 
dictionary is selected according to a topic detected bv matching wot-ds in the SMS message to 
nodes in an ontological database : and 

an SMS message translation database containing data used by the SMS translation 
module to detennine a language pair for translation. 

28. (currently amended) A method for translating electronic messa§ es, comprising the steps of: 

receiving a first electronic message from a first device, including sending and receiving 
party identification information; 

receiving a signal associated with said first message, said signal corresponding to either \ 

display selection from an interface display on said device or a spoken input, said signal

i]idicative of a translation request; i 
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searching an SMS message translation database using at least one of the sending and 
receiving party identification information to determine a language pair; and 

in response to determining said language pair, translating said SMS message from a first 
language of said language pair to a second language of said language pair using a translation 
application having a plurality of available translation dictionaries, Wherein a dictionary for 
translatio n of the SMS messape is selected according to a tonic detected by matching words in 
the first message to nodes in an ontological database , said translation application including at 
least one core dictionary for said language pair. 

29. (original) The method of claim 28 including the further step of communicating at least a 
portion of said translated message to a user of a second device audibly via a second device 
speaker or visibly on a display of said second device. 



30. (original) The method of claim 28 wherein said translation application fiuther includes at 
least one sub-language dictionary for said language pair. 
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
